W the ſtrength and flouriſhing eſtate of this kingdome hath bene alwapes and is greatly vpheld and 
aduanced by the maintenance of the Plough and Tillage, being the occaſion of the increaſe and multiply⸗ 

ing ol people, both foz ſeruice in the warres, and in times ol peace, being alſo a pzincipallmeane that people are ſet 
on woꝛke, and thereby withdzawen from idleneſſe, dzunkenneſle, vnlawfull games, and all other lewde pꝛactiſes, 
and conditions of life: And whereas by the ſame meanes of Tillage and Iuſbandzy,the greater parts of the Sub ⸗ 
tects are pꝛeſerued rom extreeme pouertie in a competent eſtateot maintenance, and meanes to liue, and the wealth 
of this Realme is kept, diſpetſed, and diſtribut ed into many handes, where it is moꝛe ready to anſwere all neceſſary

N moſt humble wife beſeecheth your molt excellent Maiellie, the pooze Inhabitants of the Pundꝛev ok Sets 

nerſh, alias Benhurf; within the Countie of Berk. That whereas the ſayd Hundzed doeth tonſiſt onelp of fiue 
ſmall Aillages, and thꝛee ſmalfQuillets 02 Hamlets, and hath lying thoꝛow it two great road high wayes, che oue 
leaving from London to Henley vpon Thames, the other from London to Reading”, and eirber ol them at the lealt 
thꝛee miles in length, within the great wooddie ground called the Thicket, and no one ol the ſame Aillages ſtand· 
eth vpon oz adioyning to either olthe ſame wayes, but lie diſperſedly farre from the ſame, neither haue the Inhabi⸗ 
tants of the ſame Pundzed any open oz common fields, either arable o2 other, adivpning oz lying nere to ſuchparts 
of the ſame wayes ( within the ſapd Thicket) as are molt apt foz robberies to be done, whereby they may haue their 
ſernants o2 woꝛkemen labouring within the view ok the ſame wapes, to take notice of the robberies done, e thete⸗ 
foze the ſapd Inhabitants cannot well haue any ſpeedie notice o2 intelligente of any robberie which hall be there 
committed, vnleſle the partie oz parties robbed;thould giue the lame vnto them, and the ſeuerall lengths and maner 
o the lying ol the lame wapes, are ſuch, as all the able men ok the ſane ſmall Hundzed, cannot ſo watch the lame ſe⸗
